PETITION FOR WITHDRAWAL OF NOTICE OF INCOMPLETE NONPRO VISIONAL 
APPLICATION, AND REINSTATEMENT OF NOTICE TO FILE MISSING PARTS 

The above-referenced was filed on September 25, 2001. Enclosed behind Tab A is a 
copy of the stamped, returned postcard indicating that 29 pages, including the specification and 
14 claims were received, as were 10 pages of drawings. The filed specification was in Japanese. 

On October 29, 2001, a Notice to File Missing Parts was issued in the case, requesting an 
executed oath or declaration. Apparently through error on the part of the Patent and Trademark 
Office, the Notice to File Missing Parts did not require submission of a translation of the 
specification.

The 
Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application indicated that a filing date would not be given 
to the application because the application was said to be filed without a specification. The 
Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application also indicated that an English translation of theS 
specification was required. ^

The Notice of Incomplete Application was issued in error. As indicated by the stamped g 
postcard (see Tab A), a complete specification was submitted as of September 25, 2001 . ^ 
On the other hand, the original Notice to File Missing Parts was also issued in error, as it f|

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failed to request a translation of the specification. Applicant respectfully submits that the Notice 
of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application should be withdrawn and the Notice to File Missing 
Parts should be reinstated, adding the requirement for a translation of the specification. 

A translation of the specification was submitted on March 1 1 , 2002 within the statutory 
period for responding to the Notice to File Missing Parts. A proper three month extension of 
time was also submitted. 

Applicant notes that recent mailings from the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
have properly credited this application with its September 25, 2001 filing date. Nonetheless, in 
order to ensure a completely accurate record, Applicant respectfully requests that the Notice of 
Incomplete Nonprovisional Application be formally withdrawn.
